Mr. Sloan had also served as assist- 


ant attorney general for Wisconsin 
under Goy. Tayl6f, A. Scott Sloan being 
"the attorney general at the time. 


While holding this office Mr. Sloan 


prosecuted the famous "Granger law' 
litigation and, won the case. 


He had also served two terms as dis- 


trict attorney for Rock county, 


Upon his removal to Madison come 


years ago, Mr. Sloan formed a partner- 
ship with Breeze J. Stevens, and the 
Capitol City was his home until he re- 
turned to Janesville to reside some years 
:ago. 


For many years Mr. Sloan had the

Un- 
til now no greater volume o£ business 
has ever been done in the history of 
this country than in the closing month 
•ol this year. 


"Jf the cotton manufacturer takes a 


leading place this year it'is not merely 
because cotton is an eighth lower than 
.a year ago, nor because prospects for 
buyers are so good. The manufacture 
"has been much'expanded by increased 
•demand, so that prices of nearly all the 
.goods quoted in our report have ad- 
vanced more or less and there is a feel- 
ing that with unreasonable accumula- 
tion of print cloths out of the w.'iy 
there is a brighter prospect for all 
.goods. Sales of wool have been large, 
.27,366,100 pounds, against 23,115,200 
pounds last year, and 21,580,200 pounds 
.in the same week of 1S92, with small 
as well as large manufacturers buying 
very freely, which indicates a general 
Improvement in the demand for goods, 
.although not enough as yet to 
lift 


prices.

World correspondent cables that the 
ceremonies for the formal surrender o£ 
Spanish sovereignty over Cuba Jan. 1 
were arranged by the joint commission 
of evacuation at their final meeting. 
There is no record of any similar pro- 
ceeding 
in 
history. 
The 
program 


adopted was as follows: 


Precisely at noon on Jan. 1 the 


American evacuation commission shall 
wait upon Gen. Castellanos 
at 
the 


palace, and he, as governor and captain 
general and as president of the Span- 
ish commission, shall formally surren- 
der 
Spanish 
sovereignty 
over 
the 


island of Cuba. 
In 
behalf 
of 
the 


United States, Gen. Wade will accept 
the surrender. 
This 
ceremony 
will 


take place in the Salon de Sessiones 
and will be brief. Representatives of 
the American army and navy and vis- 
itors 
wiii 
be present. 
Immediately 


after sovereignty is given up the flag 
of Spair will be hauled down, while 
the American warships in the harbor 
will thunder out a salute of twenty-one 
guns. The stars and stripes will then 
be run up over the palace, receiving a 
similar snlute from the Spanish flag- 
ship. Ail the fortifications still at that 
date in Spanish possession 
will 
be 


turned -ov^r to American officers de- 
tailed to receive them, and the Amer- 
ican flag will be raised over each. 


Morro castle and Cabanas fortress 


have been already evacuated by the 
Spanish troops. In Morro there is only 
a guard of thirteen men of the Leon 
battalion and three or four artillery- 
men to look after the guns. 
In Ca- 


banas is a company of the same battal- 
ion. Spanish troops remaining in Cu- 
ba after the surrender will be regarded 
as troops of a friendly nation, and 
places will be designated in which they 
ma3r remain until they can be sent to 
Spain. 
After the ceremony of sur- 


render, Gen. Castellanos will go either 
to Matanzas or Cienfuegos, there to 
embark for Spain.

United States Has Ordered Flag; Rotated 


at Once. 


Washington, Dec. 24.—The govern- 


ment has determined io hoist the flag 
over another island far out in the Pa- 
cific ocean. 


Orders were sent out Friday to the 


commander of the Bennington, Capt. 
Taussig, now at Honolulu, to proceed 
at once to take -^session in the name 
of the United States government of 
Wake island, lying in latitude 19 north, 
longitude 166 east. 


The island is distant 
about 
2,000 


miles from Nihau, the westernmost of 
the Hawaiian islands, and 1,300 miles 
east from Guam. It is almost in a di- 
rect line between these possessions of 
-the United States and is admirably 
adapted for use as a station for a Pa- 
cific cable to connect the Philippines 
•with Hawaii and the United States. It 
is about three miles in length and in- 
closes a lagoon of salt water.
